—Maintaining the pace that 
is making new history in the 
merchandising of automotive 
products in this city, new car 
sales for the month of March 
set a new high record for total 
sales, exceeding any month here- 
tofore and _ slightly bettering 
March, 1924, which year was con- 
sidered a banner year locally.

Our Expanding Road System 
IGURES recently given out by the Bureau of Public 

Roads in Washington give an interesting light on just 
what we have done in the last ten years to make this the 
foremost good roads country in the world. 

It was in 1917 that the Federal government, after a 
lapse of some hundred years, entered the highway building 
field. In the early days of the country’s existence the gov- 
ernment had built roads, but later on it was decided that the 
function of providing highways should be passed over to 
the several states. With the growth of motor transportation, 
the country realized the importance of highway communica- 
tions and recognized that road building in certain of its 
aspects was distinctly a Federal] function. 

The result was the Federal-Aid law, under the terms 
of which the government in Washington supplied money 
to the states for the building and maintenance of roads 
used by the rural mail carriers. In the ten years that have 
elapsed since this Federal-Aid plan really got under way, 
it has added 66,342 miles of highway to national 
system. Of this total 5,385 miles have been completed since 
June, 1927. At the present time 12,257 miles of road are 
under construction and 1.849 additional miles have been 
approved for construction. 

No other function of the Federal government has added 
quite so much to the welfare of the people as a whole as its 
participation in highway development.

Just to cite an instance of the 
difference between “judgments 
awarded” and “actual sufferers.” 

Of 547 P. & L. accounts ac- 
cumulated during twenty years in 
business we have obtained judg- 
ments against twenty-nine, of 
which seven were good. This gives 
us a 25 per cent. recovery on judg- 
ments but only a 14 per cent. re- 
covery in the cases in which we 
were actual sufferers. 

If this same ratio should apply 
to .compensatable automobile acci- 
dents we would have your figures 
almost exactly reversed with the 
actual sufferers being compensated 
in only 14 per cent. of the cases 
instead of 99 per cent., as you state. 

Here is a terrific difference due 
no doubt to the telling of only a 
part of the story, for to my mind 
it is reasonably conceivable that 
only a small part of the actual suf- 
ferers ever sue because they find 
out first whether or not the person 
causing the damage is responsible. 

It might also be illuminating to 
find out how many of the suits are 
against carriers of liability. whicn 
together with the information ‘just 
given me by an insurance man) 
that only 17 per cent. of the cars 
‘operated in New York state are so

that govern workmen’s compen- 
sation will prove a more satisfactory 
solution of the problem. But until 
we have definite statistics and a 
complete understanding of the 
situation, we.shall do well to keep 
an open mind on the subject. 

In the editorial to which Mr. Wil- 
son refers, we quoted Herbert G. 
McLear, counsel of the New York 
Automobile Merchants Association, 
to the effect that uncompensated 
accident losses amount to less than 
1 per cent. of the total judgments 
awarded. On the other hand Mr. 
Wilson from his @vn experience in 
the automotive business finds that 
from 547 profit and loss accounts 
he obtained judgment in twenty- 
nine cases and collected in only 
seven. Of the total losses, the seven 
he was able to get his money from 
represented a percentage of only 
about 1%. If this holds in the 
case of accidents, Mr. McLear’s 
figure is almost reversed. This in- 
dicates very effectively how grievous 
a lack there is of exact statistics 
and complete information on the 
whole problem:—The Editor.

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Reduce Rates on 
Car Shipments 
To Australia 


Montreal, April 11.—The reduc- 
tion of $1 per ton on automobiles 
shipped from New York to Austra- 
lia will not, in the opinion of local 
Canadian National Steamships of- 
ficials, make much difference to 
the shipping of automobiles 
through Canadian ports, in the 
matter of quantity or price. 

It is stated that the alleged rate 
war between the Roosevelt Steam- 
ship Lines and the Canadian Govy- 
ernment Merchant Marine, now the 
Canadian National Steamships, is 
no more than a preferential ques- 
tion belonging to the commonwealth 
government, which stipulates that 


cars from empire sources must be 
50 per cent. manufactured in the 
point of origin; that is, the city in 
the empire from where the car was 
shipped. 

The reduction of $1 per ton, it 
is thought, is an arrangement be- 
tween certain United States automo- 
bile manufacturers who have no 
plant in Canada, and the shipping 
companies involved, wheréby a lit- 
tle of the duty paid these manu- 
facturers in Australia will be 
lightened. 

It is also contended that it will 
not make any difference in the price 
of the car in Australia, but will 
only benefit the buyer or agent in 
that country. 

It was learned upon inquiry here 
that not a great many cars are 
shipped by Canadian Government 
Merchant Marine ships, as they have 
only three or four sailings by two 





ships throughout the season to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 





The question is still further un- 
der consideration, it is stated. Mont- 
treal customs officers state that no 
cars are shipped across the Cana- 
dian border and passed as 50 per 
cent. manufactured in Canada un- 
less they are truly manufactured to 
that-extent in this country. 

They say that the customs re- 
ceipts and the manifest aboard the 
steamer from which the cars are 
landed in Australia will acquaint 
the authorities in that country with 
the cost and point of origin of the 
car. 


ALFORD CONVALESCING

The “automobile dollar,” 
however, as G. M. Williams, presi- 
dent of the Marmon Motor Car 
Company, points out, has more than 
doubled during that time and is 
growing stronger every day. 

“Not only are automobile prices 
actually lower than they were eight 
years ago,” says Mrs. Williams, “but 
values have increased to such @ 
point that comparisons are almost 
ridiculous. The purchaser of a car 
today receives in service alone at 
least three times as much as he did 
in the year just following the war.”
